The 
communication. between:;,the countries 
now suffering with the disease and our 
own renders its transmission .to the 
United States a comparatively easy mat- 
ter and its appearance here at any time 
need not be surprising. In view of %this 
condition of affairs it may not be but of 
place to to give a few of the sources of 
prevention and the proper treatment in 
ease it does appear as given by a learned 
physician in a paper lead before a meet- 
ing of eminent practitioners. 
A careful 


compliance with the warnings here given 
may save many lives. 


In the first place all cities and towns 


should exercise due caution and the 
greatest vigilance, first by a strict quar- 
antine and also by' keeping the ' streets 
and alleys and all other places where 
filth » likely to accumulate, ' oleaii and 
by enforcing strict sanitary laws upon 
the people. ,

It is the duty of every, citizen to ob- 


serve all precantions in his own person. 
All drinking water should be boued, fil- 
tered and cooled before used, and then 
not indulged in m greater quantities 
than merely sufficient to meet physical 
wants. Great can should be taken in 
the choice and use of food, and only 
snoh. eaten as will yield the' greatest 
amount of nourishment, with the least 
percentage of waste. All food, and es- 
pecially , animal food, . ahould be fresh 
and wholesome, and great care taken to 
see that it is well cooked. The person 
must be kept scrupulously clean. All 
bodBy fatigue must be avoided and the 
strictest regularity in hours of sleeping, 
eating and drinking observed. All alco- 
holic liquors, inchlding beer, shook] be 
avoided as if they were the plague itself. 
The mind most be kept at ease and not 
be worried over anything, but especially 
not over the chances of catching (he 


sase. 
Fear of oholera,nas often been 


sufficient to bring OB the plague. Houses 
most be kept clean and in a good sanita- 
ry condition, and all closets inspected 
dafly. 
: 
As preventives of the disatsn the use 


of acids is advised— for ersmpsii, sulphu- 
ric, largely diluted and taken in small 
doses early in the morning. Tincture of 
chloride, of iron is also .good.. In ease of 
actual cholera, when diarrhea, vomiting 
and collapse, occur, opium, camphor, 
capsicum and brandy are a remedy, and 
it would be well to keep aome such mix- 
ture always in the house.
